Sec. 1. The town of Montpelier shall elect a board of five 
commissioners, for the term of five years, who shall have the 
whole care, superintendence and management of said cemetery 
established by said town, one member of which board shall go 
out of office every year, and one member shall be chosen an- 
nually in the month of March; and in case of a vacancy in 
said board of commissioners by death, resignation, removal, or 
otherwise, such vacancy shall be filled by the choice of anoth- 
er commissioner, in the manner aforesaid, who shall hold his 
office for the residue of the time for which such member, SO 
deceased, resigned, or removed, would have held the same.

or avenue, or to any grave or lot, designed for burial, occupied 
or unoccupied, or shall, without license or authority, dig up or 
break off any root, plant, vine, flower, shrub or tree, standing 
and growing within the said cemetery, every person, so offend- 
ing, shall be punished by fine not exceeding twenty-five dol- 
lars,or by imprisonment in the county jail, not exceeding ninety 
days, or both of said punishments, in the discretion of the 
court, and such person shall be further liable to an action for 
damage in the name of the owner of ‘the property so injured, 
or in the name of the i soeniaiee by this act,

Sec. 10. This act shall be void unless accepted by the said
